W. F. Nison, alias Peter Sbackl^y, al- 


leged murderer of an unknown man ten 
years ago, armed in this city on tbe "Yan- 
kee" la«t evening aad is DOW an inmate of 
Portsmouth jail. 


Sbackley was taken from tbe Carroll 


County jail last evening and in company 


lib Hi^h Sheriff Atkicsou of Madison 


and C-iiutaUe Laog was placed aboard 
tbe cars and brought t» this city. For a 
month be has been an inmate of tbe Ossi- 
pee jail and the officers, fearing an es- 
cape, bare bid an extra gaard constantly 
in attendance. Tbe reason for bis being 
brought here was with tbe idea of Ins be- 
ing safer behind the walls of our county 
jail. 


Upon arrival of the "Yankee" last 


evening Shackley and bis guardians left 
the train and were at once placed in a 
back and driven to the jail. Hii coining 
had not been announced and consequently 
but a few people knew who the man was 
that bad bis wrist shackled to that of 
Sheriff Atkinson. 


At the jail tbe party was received by 


Jailer Colhs and tbe prisoner, together 
wilb his committment papers turned over 
to that official. 
Sbackley was searched 


and then taken to the bath room where 
he receivid a refreshing bath. He was 
then placed in cell No. 5, which will be 
hi* home until he it wanted for trial, lie 
will be given tbe liberty of the corridor 
with '.he other prisoners but will be close- 
ly watched by Turnkey Allen. 


A reporter inter vie *ed Ling on his ar- 


rival here and learned tbe following fact*: 


What led «p to the arrest of Na'oa was 


tbe confession of Sherburo and a fellow 
named Stiles. 
Officer Lang, suspect ir g 


that Stiles might know something of the 
murder, has, for the past year, hired 
Stile* to work for him in bis livery stable 
*H of this time, drawing parts ef the mur- 
der story from him. 


When Nason tried to implicate Stiles 


and Sherburn i» tbe stealing of the bar- 
neat, which w«s afterwards found OB tbe 
premises of Nasjn, Stiles, Incoming angry 
:\t the implication, fell an easy subject in 
tbe bandi of Lang, and both he and Sber- 
juin broke down and admitted tbe mur- 
ier of the stranger 
by Nason, ten years 


ago. 


Tuesday afternoon Sberburn was ar- 


raigned before Judge Sawyer of Carroll 
oounty, and in default of $1000 bonds 
will be taken to Oasipee j til today to be 
held as a witness. Stiles has net been ar- 
rested yet, bat is constantly under the es- 
pionage of tbe Sanbornville officers. Some 
itartling development! will, in all proba- 
bility, appear in the case in a few days, 
and it seems almost certain that one or 
more prominent citizens of Sanbornville 
will be implicated. 


Wben Shtrburo was arrested in Hamp- 


ton Falls by Deputy SberifTCollis of this 
city and Constable Lang, be completely 
broke down and confessed te his being a 
witness to tbe murder by Natou, directly 
accusing him. He told of tbe mnrder,tthe 
subsequent hiding of tbe body and of tbe 
moving it from pi ice to place uutil it was 
discovered in Lovell'a pood. 
Tbe body 


was afterward buried, by ord?r of the se- 
lectmen.

Foote issued a warrant for tbe dUiut. r- 
ment of tbe bones of the wardered ttran- 
g*r, and Charles Colbath of Laksport, who 
buried th» box containing them, in No- 
vember, 1891, was summooed to assist in 
tbe exhumation. The grave was found 
close to tbe wall, aud aboat foar rods to 
tbe right of tbe froat entrance in Lovell 
Lake cemetery. It required but little 
labor to reach tbe box, which proved to 
be badly dseayed, but the bones'were 
within it and covered with dirt. They are 
now in the hand* of Medical Examiner 
Wilbert S. Davis, a Sanbornville pbysl 
cian, who will cleau them and preserve 
them to be used a* evidence at the trial. 


There were present at the opening of 


the grave Officer Lang, Medieal Ex- 
aminer Davis, Attorney Foote, Ely W. 
Nute and Richard Hanson of Sanboru- 
ville and Charles Colbath »f Lakeport. 


Sberburo'a hearing, Tuesday, was os- 
nsibly for tbe stealing of a heifer from 
man named Paul, but he was held under 


$1000 bonds more as a witness in the 
murder case. II s counsel, Fred B. Os- 
orn of North Conway, waived exam inn- 
ion and a mittimus was issued for bis 
tommittment to Oasipee jail. 
Arthur 


'oote was counsel for tbe state. 


Yesterday, in the supreme court at Do- 


or, Chief Justice Carpenter and As- 
ociate Justice Wallace granted the mo- 
rn made by Attorney Foote for tbe re- 


moval of Nason from Ossipee to the 
ouoty jail in this eity. The reason why 
he prisoner was brought here instead «f 
o Dover, was to avoid the change of cars 
at Rochester and any poisibilitf of es- 
lape, the officers realizing the desperate 
iharacter of tbe man iu tbeir charge. 


Rumors are afloat in the towns of 


Joion, Milton aud other places about 
auboruville, connecting Nason'* name 
ith stories of the mysterious disappsar- 
,nce, or the death, of several other 
leople. Tbe authorities have little to say 
regarding these reports, but do not deny 
bat there may be seme ground for tbe 
umors.

"Washington, April 6—The Spanish 


minister, Mr. Bernabe. consented yes- 
terday to talk on the present condition 
of affairs. 
He spoke freely and <U times 


with Intense eagerness. The Intel view 
Is authoritative throughout. 


"I am still hopeful of peace," said he, 


"That may seem optimistic at a moment 
when such passions are aroused, such 
naval and military prepaiations are 
going on, and when the current of public 
sentiment *eem» to be that •war Is in- 
evitable. 
I cannot say that I base my 


view that peace will prevail upon any 
direct official information. 
On the con- 


trary It is my Individual judgment, based 
solely upon the conviction that In these 
enlightened days two self-respecting 
nations, made up of men and women of 
hilgh aspirations and noble instincu.. 
cannot and will not resort to the last 
brutal expedient of -war. 
It vould ot 


too wanton, too cilminal, too offensive 
to all the dictates of civilization and 
Christianity for such an awful cons«- 
ouence to be broueht about 


"To be «ure, I cannot close my eye:, 


to certain obvious circumstances ex- 1 
Ibtlng both here and in Spain 
At times 


these have inclined me to shate the pop 
ular view that the relations between 
the two countries were fast approaching 
an 
Irreconcilable state, and yet at 


no time has It seemed to me. nor does It 
s««m now, that thatlssue has progressed 
beyond the bounds of reasonable and 
Just settlement alike honorable to both 
governments 


"Consider for a moment some of the 


elements of this present crifcis," the 
minister went on, speaking with mu< h 
vlifor. 
"Can It be possible that your 


people will consider only one side of tln. 
case7 
L«et us for a moment admit 


that there are two sides to this rase 
There are always two sides to a case, 
and Is It Jut,t or fa.ir or chlvalioub tor 
your people, borne on by theii btroni; 
and innate patriotism, to say, 'We arc 
right, Spain is wrong, that ends it.' 
Jn 


a spirit of simple Justice why will not 
this disposition yield for a moment to a 
calm consideration of both side<? of the 
case, including some of those factors 
which are vital and essential to Spain'' 


"Cuba has been a colony of Spain from 


time immemorial, from the time of the 
discovery by Christopher Columbus, and 
as a part of Spain there Is clustered 
about it a reverence 
almost sacred 


Cuba is regarded by our people just as 
you regard one of the states of your 
union. 
What would be said if some 


foreign power said to the United States 
that Illinois or Texas or Callfoima must 


free and independent ot the United 
States' 
Would not your very honor 


be brought In question? 
Of course 1 


can understand that some one will rise 
up and say. 'Yes, but the states are 
well governed, and are at peace, while 
Cuba is misgoverned and in a state of 
insurrection.' 
There again simple jus- 


tice and fairness demand that there be 
something more than abstract assertion 
To be sure your press tells of brutal 
savagery existing in Cuba 
I do not 


wish to deal In" recrimination, the time 
for that has gone by, but I gfve you mv 
word that this saxageiy does not exist 
at all.

dition of affair* a y«*r or two fl(o, Gen- 
eral Blanco hM inaurvrated t, human" 
and benefleent *yst«m characteristic of 
the man., Naturally, with an Insurrec- 
tion In progress, military affairs have 
pursued the usual method* of military 
life, and in this they have b««n con- 
stantly restrained at all times by the 
determination to have their operations 
worthy of an honorable nation and an 
honorable people. 
That is all Spain nab 


sought to do in putting down a rebellion. 
It is what any government on the "face 
of the earth would do. It seeks nu more 
and no less than to preserve her es- 
tablished' rights. 


"Now. as to autonomy. For some rea- 


non intense feeling has been aroused ir 
this country against the home rule re- 
gime which Spain has inaugurated in 
Cuba. It seems to be overlooked, In the 
passion of the moment, that home rule 
has been the aspiration of the Cubans 
for yeara. 
It seems to be overlooked 


also that President Cleveland and Sec- 
retary Olney urged a full measuie ot 


home rule as the mean* likely to bring 
about a termination of th« Cuban con- 
tlict. 
Spain has granted that with the 


deepest sincerity. 
Let anyone who is 


anxious to pick flaws, and who carea for 
war, 
take this home rule plan and ex- 


amine It in detail. 
He will find that It 


gives the Cubans the most complete con- 
trol of their own affairs. 
Is it fair, just 


as this local parliament and local cab- 
inet is about to assume complete con- 
ti ol of Cuban affairs, to sweep aside this 
•ntire system and to declare that it is 
a failure before it has even been tried? 
Plain justice dictates that a system of 
home rule, brought forth after the deep- 
est solicitude and consideration and 
based upon w hat the Cubans themselves 
have long desired, and on what the 
United States government deems most 
fitting as a settlement, should not bt 
lightly dismissed on representations of 
the press, or even on the representations 
of man of sober judgment. 


"As to the reconcentrados, I can only 


say that the decrees of concentration 
have been revoked, and urgent steps 
are being taken for the relief of these 
poor creatures. While there la no doubt 
of the misery of their condition, yet 
the government is making the most he- 
roic efforts to alleviate this condition. 
As to the Insurgents, they have korne 
arms against Spain for three years, en- 
tailing terrible loss of life and money; 
and jet, believing these men to be mis- 
guided, the government has sought to 
regain their confidence. The insurgents 
aie invited to Join the Spanish soldieis 
In laying down their arms, so that a 
period of calm may be given during 
which Jus>t and wise councils may pre-

Washington, April«.—Wednesday was 


prolific of reports of mediation on the 
part of the European powers, but a 
summary of all the news on this point 
la that the powers of Europe cannot 
agiee. and that thalr interference would 
ba unacceptable to th« government ol 
ths United States. 
Accompanying the 


diplomatic comment was an undercur- 
rent of suggestion that development* 
in Cuba were not unlocked for, and that 
the pressure of the powers and the pope 
on Spain might yet bring about an 
armistice In which both Spanish troops 
and 
Insurgents 
would 
participate. 


Viewed from ths official standpoint, th« 
time for that has gone, and there is little 
likelihood that the insurgent* could be 
induced to lay down their arms even for 
a time. 


At the capltol a tremendous effort wa« 


made yesterday to have congress sup- 
port the outlined policy of the president. 
A general belief was expressed when the 
house adjourned that a majority of the 
committee on foreign affair* wag ready 
to support Mr. McKlnley's plan and that 
a resolution in line with the recommen- 
dation* of the president would be re- 
ported from the committee. 


The 
kcUeideoscope of international 


events appears to be moving so rapidly 
at Madrid a* to make possible a new 
and possibly remarkable change i» the 
aapeot of affairs.
